Mrrfd On some parts of the Public 
Service Corporation s street (allway 
system Thursday afternoon end night, 
but sa agreement was ms4c between 
the oompeny end repreeentetlvee of the 
employees union st i let# hour Thurs¬ 
day night end work wee resumed by 
the strikers no Friday morning. The 
Newark end Peterson line* the Bloom* 
field avenue line and the Ollftoe avenue 
*ine were the parte of the company's 
Newark system affected by the strtbe* 
Early Thursday afternoon some of the 
employee# began to leave the sera on 
the Bloom field avenue line, and by seven 
o'clock In the sveolsg the service on the 
avenue was badly crippled and tbe 
Verona and Caldwell divisions com¬ 
pletely tied up. Inspectors and other 
official employees took tha atiikera' 
places and cate were rue at varying 
intervale between here aud Newark, 
Many people employed to factories along 
Bloomfield avenue, who depend on the 
trolley cats lor trmaep<station, bad to 
walk home. 1 

Tbe Orange and Paaaalc Valley line 
waa not affected by tbe strike aod cere 
were run regularly on that line. 

Not withstood log the strike was an 
unofficial one, aod tbe men who had 
went out had done so on th«lr own re¬ 
sponsibility, tbe strike had not been 
under wey over an hour or so when In¬ 
dications of serious trouble were manl* 
fsated, and policemen were put on the 
oars to protect the motormen and con¬ 
ductors who bad oot turned out. At 
the Bloomfield avenue oar yard tbe 
atilkers tried to Induce those who con¬ 
tinued at work to leave the oars and 
those who refused were called scabs* 

The company called on tha local police 
department for protection to IU men 
and property, aod requested that police¬ 
men board the cars at the city line and 
conduct them to the borough Hoe It 
was stated that a disorderly crowd was 
trying to make trouble at the city line. 
There Is no doubt If an eg tensive strike 
goes Into effect on tbe trolley lines, the 
cltj line will be a dangerous point. 
Policeman Bhorter was sent there Thurs¬ 
day evening by Chief Oolllna to Invest! 
gate the situation at the city line. The 
officer found a crowd there that was 
evidently disposed to h%lp make trouble, 
but the situation was not serious 
enough to wart ant police interference. 

The trolley employees of the Public 
Service Corporation's ay stem, which It* 
eludes all the Important trolley lines In 
the northern part of this State, are 
organized aa a branch of the National 
Amalgamated Association of Electrical 
Street Railway Employees. William 
Manp of Detroit, Mica., la preeldeot of 
the Natlouai organization and an official 
strike can only be made by his order. 
Be has a personal representative here 
In Newark now Investigating the causes 

of the trouble between tbe Public Ser¬ 
vice Corporation and Its employ see. -r 
It la several days since the Troltey 
employees made a demand on tbe com- 
paby for a redress of grievances. 
Among the demands of the men la one 
for a wage rate of twenty-two cents per 
hour aod a shorter working day. Repre¬ 
sentatives of the employees have been 
\n conference several times during the 
week with President McCarter of the 
Public Service Oorporalion. The terms 
of the eattlement made Thursday night 
were not made public, but the Impression 
prevails that It waa but a ten p >rary 
compromise.
